2. Until December 1950 the 1 Brigade, 48 Infantry Division, occupied about 
^barracks at Vadi, near the villages of Banice and Vodoca. la December 

1950 the unit was roved and the barracks ware disassembled, leaving only 

concrete stables, about -50 x 12 meters. During February and liar eh 

1951 about 20 military trucks tot* uniforms, boots, ammunition, and boxed 
rifles from Iliravci railroad station to the concrete stables in Vadi, 

There was a guard unit of 35 men in Vadi. 

3. 3h February 1951 various unidentified infantry and engineer units arrived 
in strumica and were housed in barracks in Strumica and in private homes 
in the nearby villages. The soldiers were deta 
bridges, and to construct trenches and bunkers. 
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4® At the end of Itach 1951# three mortar companies arrived In Siruraiea, At 
the same time a vehicle dram artillery battery and a mountain artillery 
battery arrived in Strumica. The t m batteries allegedly cam from NAs*

which had its headquarters in Veles-Basino Brdo* 

5* In April 1951 new bunkers and trenches were constructed at Tasli Bajir near 
the villages of Angelci ami Grade sorci* Da early May 1951$ trenches wore 
being constructed along the Bulgarian border near Novo Solo, Novo KonJ&revo# 
Susica and Stinik. 

6* In June 1950 a military warehouse about 30 meters long and 20 meters wide 
was constructed near the road between Sendee and Stmaicaj the warehouse 
had two underground floors and a ground floor* During February and March 
1951 ammunition and other military materials were stored in the warehouse 
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
